ROME, June 3.—(/)—Premier | 
Mussolini today_declared war on anti- | 
fascism in Italy, “under whatever 
banner,” and, according to news from 
the Vatican at least one of the Cath- 
wlic Action Society leaders was under 
arrest. 

The person named by the Vatican 
arrested was an attorney named Cor- | 
sanego. It was said he probably | 
would soon be on his way to political | 
exile on the island of Lipari. 

Other reports said a dozen of: the | 
Catholic Action leaders had been ar- | 
rested in various cities. It was said | 
they were all men who had opposed | 
fascism previously. | 

Premier Mussolini's “declaration of 

war’ against anti-fascists was made 
at a special meeting of a small body 
of fascist leade hich acces the 
directorate of th ‘ng. The premier 
presided at the Im , and Me was 
said he definitely mentioned the Cath- 
vlie Action Society. 

Orders were issued to the 9,000 fas- 
cist groups in Italy, with more than 
one million active members, to be 
guided by the thought that fascism 


whatever remained of anti-fascism, 
and which thus far has been ‘spared, 
to find refuge and protection.” 

The groups were told that those 
who gave their lives for fascism ‘“‘de- 
manded that it be defended at any 
cost.” 

The directorate charged that some 
sections of the Catholic Action So- 
ciety had been “openly and surrepti- 
tle hostile’ toe fascism. 

With this. blunt statement of policy 
the Duce and his group of leaders be- 
gan to formulate plans to take into 
fascism’s fold the young Catholics 
from the dissolved groups. Various 
provisions were made to strengthen 
the fascist groups of men, women and 
youths with the idea of making them 
into a stronger body able to incor-| 
porate thousands of new recruits.

After the first shot Butler ran from 
the garage and attempted to reach the 
opposite side of the street.

| body of his: victim. 

Butler was taken to the Marietta 
hospital, where he died at 11 o'clock 
| tonight, after a blood transfusion had 

| failed to overcome the heavy loss of 
| blood caused by his wounds. He was 
shot in the lung and kidneys, one bul- 
let passing directly through his body. 
Promptly Arrested. 

Goumas was arrested by Deputy 
Sheriff Jack Miller. in front of whose 
home Butler fell. He made no resis- 
tance. Intense excitement prevailed 
after the shooting became known and, 
although no large crowds gathered at 
the loeal jail, it was thought best to 
take Goumas to Atlanta for safety. 
He was rushed to Atlanta by Deputy 
Sheriff Hood and Kermit Sanders, son 
of Sheriff Sanders, leaving Marietta 
ten minutes after the arrest. 

When told that Butler was dead, 
late Wednesday night, Goumas asked 
the hour of thé death and appeared 
| greatly agitated, but continued his 
_earher refusal te make any statement. 

According to police officers, Gonu- 
mas rented a ear from the Forrester 
garage last Sunday and when it was 
mot .returned police were notified. 

Forrester, not knowing the car had 
‘in the meantime been returned, on 
Wednesday sent word to Goumas that 
he wanted to see him. This trouble 
followed a previous dispute over a 
rented automobile several weeks ago. 

Goumas, it was said, made two at- 
tempts to see Forrester today and it 
was on his third visit to the garage 
that be shot Butler.

“POLITICIANS? THREATS 
SCORED BY ARKWRIGHT 


| ‘BRUNSWICK, Ga., June 3.— 
Branding as “political sabotage” the 
threats of politicians by unjust and 
unfair legislation to tear down the 
constructive business enterprises of 
the state, P. S. Arkwright, president 
of the Georgia Power Company, to- 
day told members of the Brunswick 
Kiwanis Club that the state's only 
hope for emerging from the present 
period of depression lies in the co- 
operative efforts of business leaders | 
to resist such attacks. 

“The state is bigger than the Geor- | 
gia Power Company or anyone in it,” | 
Mr. Arkwright said. “If destroying | 
the Georgia Power Company will ben- | 
efit the state, let’s do it; but is it in| 
the best interest of the state to tear. 
down the constructive enterprises | 
which are building up Georgia? Should | 
the politicians be permitted to put | 
every obstacle in the way of con-| 
structive energies just because they | 
aren't able themselves to build? 

“The history of the Georgia Power | 
Company is one beset with obstacles. 
When it first went to north Georgia 
and paid more for the land than any- | 
oné else would pay every effort was} 
made to prevent development of the| 
water powers. Even during the war 
when wages and building costs were 
high, but rates the same, agitation on 
a state-wide scale was started for | 
publie ownerskip. Last year, despite 
the general depression, the company | 
completed its largest building pro- | 
gram. Now the most bitter attack ever | 
projected against us has _ been 
launched. 

“The political sabotage began with 
passage of an ordinance requiring use 
of two men on every street car. Then | 
came the proposal for public owner-, 
ship of Atlanta’s electric facilities. It 
was not demanded or even suggested 
by the people. The public has no com- 
plaint or dissatisfaction with the rates 
or the service. There is no possibility 
of Atlanta’s building a plant. There 
is no possibility that it would be 
operated satisfactorily even if some- 
body gave it to them. Operation of the 
schools, sewers and other municipal 
projects demonstrates that. 

“There was an effort made to urge 
legislation which would permit all 
cities of 25,000 population or more 
to fix rates and otherwise operate 
utilities. What would the 39 coun- 
cilmen in Atlanta do with rates? They 
would certainly force them to the 
lowest possible level, which would 
mean that they would have to be in- 
creased outside Atlanta as rates are 
based on the number of customers and 
the average cost of providing service. 

‘Let's all join together to build up 
Georgia's useful resources, to develop 
the state. 

“Let's not permit the politicians to 
drag at the heels of business with the 
fingers of envy and jealousy to pull it 
down because it is doing the construc- 
tive work that they are not able to 
do themselves.”

-place Direct Taxation. 


CORDELE, Ga., June 3.—(UP)— 
After ten months of continuous op- 
eration of the Crisp county hydro- 


electric power plant, management of 


the project has launched a campaign 
to widen its availability to users of 


electricity. 


“Weare operating here a demon- 
Emmett 8S. Kille 
brew, designing engineer of the unique 
county-owned development, told the 
United Press in a general discussion 
of the project. “We are grossing 
$100,000 annual income on our out- 
lay of $1,250,000, sufficient te pay 
operating expenses, interest on bonds, 


/and retire a part of the principal.” 


The new campaign, inaugurated 
this month, embraces eight weeks of 
national advertising to induce new in- 
dustries to settle in this county tax- 
free under certain conditions, to en- 
joy what Killebrew asserts is “the 
cheapest power rates in the United 
States.” The campaign also includes 
an effort to induce greater local use 
of electricity, especially for heating 
purposes. 

“Our present rate of operation is 
only one-tenth of the capacity of eur 
development,” Killebrew said, “so that 
we have a broad basis on which to 
build in future. Ultimately, we be- 
lieve, we can make an entire elimina- 
tion of taxation, pay off the cost of 
the plant by its own earnings, and 
run our county business from the nor- 
mal income of this undertaking—the 
only county-owned power plant in 
America.”

With him when he died 
only daughter, Virginia. and a 
brother. His widow, Mrs. Nita Rice 
Donaldson. was at their home in Mor- 
ristown. His mother lives in Knox- 


ville. as do his two brothers, Robert 

. and W. J., and a sister, Mrs. 
Frank Montgomery. Another sister, 
Mrs. F. F. Painter, lives at Morrfis- 
town. 

Mr. Donaldsen was born in Hamb- 
len county, Tennessee, near Morris- 
town, where he spent the greater part 
of his life. He was a descendant of 
pioneers in Tennessee, being distantly 
related to the wife of President An- 
drew Jackson. 

He was interested in politics from 
early manhood. His management of 
President Hoover's campaign for the 
presidency against former Governor 
Alfred E. Smith, saw the republican 
majority in the second congressional 
district reach the highest mark ever 
accorded a presidential candidate. 

At one time, Mr. Donaldson was 
mayor of Morristewn. 

The body will leave here tonight for 
Morristown. where funeral services 
will be held tomorrow afternoon.

He managed President Hoovers 
campaign in the second congressional 
district of Tennessee in 1928. 

In December, 1929, he was appoint- 
ed internal revenue collector by Pres- 
ident Hoover. 


With him when he died was his 
only daughter, Virginia. and a 
brother. His widow, Mrs. Nita Rice 


Donaldson. was at their home in Mor- 
ristown. His mother lives in Kuoox- 


ville, as do his two brothers, Robert 
L. and W. J., and a sister, Mra. 
Frank Montgomery. Another sister, 
Mrs. F. F. Painter, lives at Mortis- 
town. 

Mr. Donaldson was born in Hamb- 
len county, Tenmessee, near Morris- 
town, where he spent the greater part 
of his life. He was a descendant of 
pioneers in Tennessee, being distantly 
related to the wife of President An- 
drew Jackson. 

He was interested in politics from 
early manhood. His management of 
President Hoover's campaign for the 
presidency against former Governor 
Alfred FE. Smith, saw the republican 
majority in the second congressional 
district reach the highest mark ever 
accorded a presidential candidate. 

At one time, Mr. Donaldson wags 
mayor of Morristewn. 

The body will leave here tonight for 
Morristown, where funeral services 
will be held tomorrow afternoon.
